REPORT ON IMMIGRATION 
The roport of Harry A. Hull, commissioner of Im- 
migration completing tho flrst half of tho flacal year, 
discloses somo Interesting statistics and seems to show 
that tho Immigration act Is on tho whole, carrying out 
tho Intentions of Congross and the American people 
During the last six months of the calendar year a totiil 
of 268*190 aliens was admitted to tho United States and 
at the same time 149,423 aliens departed from our 
shores. This resulted In an Increase of the alien popu- 
lation of tho country to the number of 108,767. an aver- 
age of about 18,000 per mouth. For tho corresponding 
period In 1927 tho not gain In the number of our immi- 
grants was 119,468, so that wo received nearly 11,000 
less Immigrants In tho last half of tho calendar year 1928 
than In tho last half of the calendar year 1927. 

In outlining the nationality of the Immigrants com- 
ing In during tho last six months of 1928, tho roport 
shows that immigrants from countries In the Wcstorn 
Hemisphere totalod 66,181 and from Europe 78,748. O 
the immigrants aliens from the American, 34,99.1 came 
Mexico, and 6.168 from the West Indies, Central and 
South America, and Newfoundland. Nearly three- 
fourths of the European Immigrants canto from Ger- 
many, Groat Brltian, Italy, tho Irish Free State and the 
Scandinavian countries, these countries contributing 21,- 
75S. 10,299, 9,466, 9.357, and 7,779, respectively. Com- 
pared with the same months of the year 1927, Canadian 
Immigration decreased 21.6 per cent and European 2.1 
per cent. The statistics also show a decline In arrivals 
from Mexico. While the number of Immigrant aliens 
admitted from that country dropped 12.9 per cent during 
the year ending Inst June as compared with the previous 
year, there was a further decline In the following live 
mouths of 14.2 per cent and In December last the de- 
crease amounted to 28.2 per cent, as compared with the 
corresponding periods of the year preceding. 

The report would seem to Indicate that on the whole 
our Immigration laws are doing what they were Intend- 
ed to do. This Is as it should be. The law Is not per- 
fect and there will doubtless be changes from- time to 
time. But If the wishes of the American people are con- 
sulted, and they doubtless will be, and changes In the 
law will he iu the line of strengthening and not weaken- 
ing it. What we want is a still further raising of tho 
standard of immigration, so far as this is possible and a 
tightening of the lines to prevent the "boot-legging" of 
immigrants. . 

We hear a great deal about the army and navy as 
our two chief arms of defense, and rightly so. But our 
(migration law is another arm of defense. It Is design- 
ed to prevent the Inflow of those who may become 
enemies within the gates, of persons who may be out of 
sympathy with our Ideals of government, and bent on 
destroying from within. Tho principle of restricted Im- 
migration has completely demonstrated its worth to the 
American people.
